An audit has been completed of the records 
of the Town of Waltham for the year ended March 
6, 1962 including an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax 
Jolector and Town Clerk. 


This examination consisted of a review of 
all] records kept as well as an examination of 
available funds and expenditures. 


The examination of the Town’s operations 
for the year show that available funds exceeded 
expenditures. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance carried forward to 1962 of 
$0,967.80 was reconciled with the bank statement 
furnished by the Union Trust Company of Ells- 
worth Maine. 


All other assets were reviewed, accounts and 
hounties receivable amounting to $1,408.93 due 
from the State for snow removal. Transactions 
- concerning taxes, tax liens, tax acquired property 
and accounts pavable were inspected and found to 
be in order. 


RESERVES 


1961 excise taxes received prior to the clos- 
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ing of the books for 1961 amounting to $965.40 
were carried forward to the following year for 
proper disbursement. 


Examination of the books show that a net 
unexpended balance carried forward to 1962 of 
$67.93 is shown in Exhibit D due in part to a 
large overdraft in the school accounts. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to 
£6307.89, an increase of $1,362.03 due mostly ue 
credits for excise taxes and the overlay. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The Treasurer’s books were checked and com- 
pared with the cash book of the Selectmen and 
all cash was found to be deposited in the Union 
Trust Company.

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WALTHAM 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE REPORT 


January 1 through December 31, 1962 


The public health nurse gives service to the 
whole community through school health supervi- 
son, Child Health Conferences and home visits. 
Since the needs of each community vary, the pub- 
lic health program must necessarily be geared 
to suit the needs. At this time of year we need 
to evaluate our health program and plan for any 
necessary improvements for the future. 


Although successful Child Health Conferen- 
ces have been conducted annually to examine 
and immunize infants and preschool children, a 
survey of school health records disclosed the 
fact that many of the school children needed fur- 
ther immunizations to make their protection ad- 
equate against poliomyelitis, diphtheria, tetanus 
and smallpox. Consequently with the help of the 
Waltham Health Committee, plans were made 
for an immunization clinic. The response was 
excellent. Records now show that thirty-six of 
a possible forty-three school children have ade- 
equate against poliomyelitis, diphtheria,tenanus 
tetanus and smallpox. It seems wise to combine ef- 
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forts in Waltham and Eastbrook for two rea- 
sons. First, since these children are in close con- 
tact during school hours, Immunizing them sim- 
ultaneously against communicable diseases as- 
sures more protection to each town. Secondly, 
the expense is less for each town when clinics 
and conferences are combined. 


Under the direct supervision of the family 
doctor, home visits were made to individuals and 
families to help them maintain good health and 
prevent disease. Teaching a mother how to pro- 
perly bathe and feed her new baby improves his 
chance of becoming a happy, healthy citizen in 
his community. Helping the individual to under- 
stand and use his doctors’ instructions for special 
diet or special exercises increases his ability to 
prevent further complications. 


I would like to express my appreciation for 
the interest shown and goals accomplished by the 
citizens of Waltham.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


IN WALTHAM FOR YEAR 1963 


A summary of public health nursing services given in the 
town of Waltham during the year 1963 follows: 


Home visits have been made to observe the growth and 
development of infants and pre-school children. Mothers have 
been encouraged to have their children examined and protect- 
ed against preventable diseases. The pre-school children in 
Waltham are offered an opportunity to have examinations and 
necessary immunizations through the Child Health Conferences 
held each year. Two conferences were held in Waltham this 
year which twenty-six children attended. Seven children were 
vaccinated against small pox eleven were protected against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus and six were given 
Salk vaccine as a protection against poliomyelitis. 


Frequent visits have been made to the schools to confer 
with teachers about children with special health problems. All 
new students and those referred by their teacher have had their 
hearing tested with the Puretone audiometer. The students in 
the sub-primary and seventh grades were given the tuberculin 
skin test. Whenever necessary home visits have been made to 


encourage parents to seek medical supervision. 


Three polio immunization clinics were held at the Amherst 
Grange Hall for all age groups in the surrounding towns. 
Sixty people received all three types of Sabin vaccine to pro— 
tect them against poliomyelitis. 


Your public health nurse, a member of the Division of 


Public Health Nursing staff, works as a member of a health

eam to further community health. She evaluates the com— 
munity’s health needs and assists local citizens in planning pro- 
grams related to better health. 


I would like to thank all those who have helped with the 
local health program.
